IRS Alerts 
Taxpayers 
On Surcharge 

DETROIT - A.M. Stoepler, 
IRS district director for 
Michigan urged all taxpayers to 
be especially careful in 
computing the tax surcharge 
when preparing their income 
tax returns. 

He said that early reports 
from the Central Service 
Center disclose many taxpayers 
are failing to compute the 
surcharge, and others are 
computing it incorrectly, both 
of which cause delayed refunds 
and time consuming 
correspondence between the 
taxpayer and the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Stoepler pointed out that in 
a sample of the total errors 
appearing on returns filed to 
date, some 36 per cent of them 
were in the area of surtax 
computations. 

The director explained that 
the surcharge is just a matter of 
increasing the tax by IVi 
percent of itself, or reading the 
new tax already figured on a 
chart. He advised all taxpayers 
to carefully follow the 
instructions, to double check 
their arithmetic, and if they are 
using the surcharge chart, to be 
sure they have used the one 
which applies to them. 

Following these steps is time 
well spent, as it will prevent 
delays in processing, and speed 
up any refund due, Stoepler 
said.

ROMULUS - Increases in 
building permit fees and 
electrical fees for industrial 
construction will become 
effective in the next 30 days, 
Joseph B. Gallagher, manager 
of Romulus Township Building 
Department, reported. 

The increases have been 
approved by the Township 
Board. The higher fee 
schedules are being published 
this week and are printed 
elsewhere in this issue. 

Fees for building permits, 
plumbing, heating and 
electrical codps are all covered 
by Township Ordinances which 
have been amended to include 
new fee rates, Gallagher said.

that operate under the former 
135-member board.

BIZEK’S COMMITTEE, 
composed of Frederick Yates, 
District Nine; Michael J. 
Novak, District One; Ralph P. 
Turco, District 25; and Frank 
B. Swapka, District 20, held 
two public hearings in setting 


its preliminary structure. 

The Board of Supervisors 
combined the Committee on 
Economic Opportunity 
recommended by Bizek’s 
committee to be included with 
the Committee of Health, 
Education and Welfare and 
approved a separate committee 
on juvenile matters called 
Committee on Juvenile Affairs. 

The recommended 
committees approved are as 
follows: 

• W ays and Means, 
comprised of all 26 supervisors, 
will be responsible for county 
ordinances and budget and 
finance matters. 

A ways and rheans 
subcommittee will be 
comprised of seven supervisors. 
It will deal with all phases of 
business between the county 
and its employes, including 
pensions and conditions of 
employment. 

• Equalization, taxation and 
Apportionment, consisting of 
five members, will deal with 


county tax equalization and 
assessments. It will also 
recommend tax apportionment 
and represent Wayne County 
before the State Board of 
Equalization. 

• Legislative, made up of the 
chairmen of other standing 
committees. It will recommend 
changes in state statutes 
affecting the county. 

• Public Works, with nine 
supervisors, will deal with all 
phases of public works. 

• Health, education and 
welfare, comprised of 15 
supervisors, responsible for 
Wayne County General 
Hospital, the Child 
Development Center and the 
boards of health, social welfare 
and mental health and the 
Library Board. 

• Judiciary, with five 
members, will act as liaison 
with the various county courts. 

• Law Enforcement and 
Public Safety, with seven 
members, will deal with the 
sheriff’s office, and work with 


the co-ordinating committee 
on crime control and 
prevention. 

• Transportation, comprised 
of nine members, will work 
with the Dctroit-Wayne 
County Port Commission, 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
railroads and rapid transit 
systems. 

• Rules, with five members, 
will deal with rules and 
procedures affecting the entire 
board. 

•Economic opportunity, to 
work with all state and federal 
agencies dealing with grants 
and with federal projects of the 
Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 

• General government, with 
seven members, will act as 
liaison for all county 
departments and functions not 
assigned to other committees. 

• Human relations, with 
seven members, will investigate 
any possible forms of 
discrimination in county 
government.

ROMULUS - The second of 
a series of five meetings about 
“The Family” was held 
Thursday, Jan. 23 at Beverly 
Elementary School, 35408

Ronald Svatora, area 
supervisor for the Family and 
Neighborhood Services Agency 
addressed the group and 
discussed “Parent to Child, or 
How 1 Learned to Talk to My 
Kids”. 

Svatora led the group's 
thinking by posing a series of 
provocative questions, 
supplying guidelines for 
answering individual needs. 
“Do unto your child as you 
would have your child do unto 
you” advised Svatora. pointing 
out that parents often expect 
children not to become angry 
even when the parent himself is 
angry. 

# • • 

THE INCONSISTENCIES of 
adult behavior, Svatora 
indicated, hamper dialogue 
between parent and child, 
threats and bribes are somtimes 
used to detriment of their 
relationship. 

The parent often becomes 
the party who is being 
“managed” by the child 
because each threat or bribe 
lays the ground work for a 
bigger one next time. 

After establishing a 
framework for discussion, 
Svatora led the group in a 
lively question and answer 
session with mothers posing 
specific problems of their own 
experience for discussion. 
Later, the group divided into 
four sections to exchange 
personal solutions to common 
problems.

THE NEXT significant 
change came in 1962 whenj - 
forced to relocate the Harbor 
Light from Michigan Avenue 
by urban renewal, Major 
Kenneth Stange was able to 
acquire a 118-room hotel to 
serve as residence for the men 
in the rehabilitation program, 
and in addition provide a clean, 
safe Christian home for single, 
retired men: thus fulfilling 
another community need. 

This large Harbor Light 
Residence with cafeteria, 
recreation room, laundromat, 
and rooms with private bath is 
unique in Salvation Army 
Social Services. 

In conjunction with this 
relocation, new center. Chapel, 
etc., community service was 
expanded to include part-time 
medical service , free 
prescriptions through World 
Medical Relief, transient 
welfare was enlarged, and 
many additional services 
offered. 

t • • 

THE HARBOR LIGHT now 
serves, in some fashion, 25,000 
different people yearly. With 
this new $400,000 addition, its 
50-bed transient dormitory, 
expanded medical service, 
dental and optometric service, 
professional counseling, and its 
modern 25-bed alcoholic 
treatment center, the Harbor 
Light has brought to Detroit a 
new era of effort for the 
betterment of man, the 
community, and the Glory of 
God. 

(EDITOR'S NOTE: On 
Sunday, Jan. 26, one of the 
newest facilities of its kind for 
treating alcoholics was opened 
and dedicated at the Salvation 
Army's Harbor Light Center, 
3611 Cass Avenue, Detroit.

but Sgt. Reed began the 
operation all alone. 

Of the total number of 
enlistments processed through 
the Wayne Army Recruiting 
Office since Sgt. Reed has been 
in charge, he estimates about 
750 were signed up by him. He 
joined the Army himself back 
in 1950 from Wayne when he 
was 22 years old. 

Sgt. Reed spent nearly 13 
years in Germany with the U. 
S. Army armored division. He 
was stationed there throughout 
the Berlin crisis and didn't 
return to the U. S. until 
October, 1963. Service in the 
U. S. included advisory duty 
with the Army in western 
Kentucky during the activation 
of Army reserve units there. 
His two oldest children were 
born there while he was serving 
the tour.

Skiers Prompt Safety Official’s Suggestions 


If you know that a 
“bathtub” is the same as a 
"sitzmark” and that any 
safety-conscious skier fills in 
his own “bathtubs, ’‘chances are 
you don't have to read this 
article. 

Skiers, particularly novices, 
are ingenious in finding ways 
to injure themselves, even 
though skiing can be as safe as 
any other sport, warns Gerald 
E. Montgomery, Executive 
Director of the Greater Detroit 
Safety Council, a chapter of 
the National Safety Council. 

“They ski into snow fences, 
collide with one another, 
injure themselves on tows, and 
are struck by runaway • skis,” 
Montgomery said. 

“Nearly all skiing accidents, 
however, have one common 
cause - the skier was out of 
control,” Montgomery said. 

Montgomery advises skiers to 
know the terrain and never to 
attempt to run on a slope or 
trail that demands more than 
they possess in experience or 
talent. 

SKIERS ALSO should be 


aware of snow conditions and 
should be alert to weather that 
might alter slope conditions. A 
temperature drop, for example, 
can turn a soft and 
maneuverable surface into one 
of hard, edge-tripping hazards, 
he warned. 

Skiing can be a very 
strenuous sport, and 
consequently, the skier’s 
physical condition is a m^jor 
factor in safety. Montgomery 
suggests hiking, running and 
swimming as excellent 
exercises for conditioning the 
skier’s legs. 

Most skiing accidents occur 
early in the morning, because 
many skiers don't take time to 
limber up their muscles, and 
another rash of accidents occur 
late in the afternoon as skiers 
become fatigued. 

“Unless you’re a full-time 
athlete, it’s best to limit your 
skiing to four or five hours 
each day,” Montgomery warns.

This includes your 
own "sitz marks” or 
“bathtubs,” the identations in 
the snow caused when you fall 
down. Fill them in and smooth 
out the area.

Do you know this man? 

Ha owns two naw cara and a 
two-ear garage, but the garage 
stands empty because the cara 
ara parked In the driveway so 
people who live nearby will know 
what an affluent neighbor they 
have. 

He "forgets ■ to remove the 
Itemized price list from the side 
window of the car he bought 
three months ago. Anyone who 
might doubt the newness of his 
car will doubt no more when he 
sees the price list. 

He rides 'round and 'round 
his postage-stamp lawn like the 
Lord of the Manor, astride his 
thousand-dolla r garden- 
tract o r-w i t h-mower attach- 
ment. 

He tells you he's vice presi- 
dent of his bank. He doesn*ttell 
you that 137 other men also are 
vice presidents at his level. 

This man is a status seeker. 
He can be observed in any social 
circle monopolizing the conver- 
sation. Subject: himself. 

No need to malign the poor 
man, though, because all of us 
are status seekers. We care 
what people think of us. Of 
course, most of us don't pursue 
the Goddess Esteem with the 
same shameless ardor as our 
scheming friend. 

The commonness of status- 
seeking was confirmed in a 
survey of the pretentions of 
Americans by Northwestern 
National Life Insurance Com- 
pany's Family Economics 
Bureau.
